The group home contro- 
versy just keeps rolling along 
without a resolution. 

The Police Services Board 
is now calling for a summit 
meeting of stakeholders to 
address the significant polic- 
ing service costs to the tax- 
payers because of group and 
foster home operations in 
Trent Hills. 

Director of Planning Jim 
Peters and municipal staff 
have been asked to develop 
an agenda for a crucial meet- 


ing that would include rep- 


resentatives from the Minis- 
try licensing division, the 
Attomey General's office and 
Member of Parliament Paul 
Macklin and MPP Lou 
Rinaldi. 

As it currently stands, 
Committee member Brenda 
Lackey said there appears to 
be a lack of accountability 
on the part of the group 
home operators. 

“We must keep in mind 
that group homes are in busi- 
ness and that business ts a 
very profitable one,” she 
noted. “Like any other com- 
munity business, a hotel, for 
instance, where costs for 
police services are getting 
out of hand, | believe the 
owner must be accountable.” 

Speaking at the March 
25" Board meeting, Mrs. 
Lackey said group home 
operators therefore have to 
show accountability for the 
costs they incur.

There are very few whistles 
or stoppages of play. Lining 
up for face offs takes too 
much time out of a 2 minute 
whistle,so play is kept mov- 
ing by our referees, the 
pucks tossed into the corner 
when stopped by the goalie, 
off sides are whistled and 
players get back onside on 
the senior teams with no 


stoppage. Very few penalties 
are called because coaches 
discipline their own teams, 
coaches are allowed to call 
penalties as well as the refs.” 

The League credits much 


to the excellent jobs of 
coaches, referees and par- 
ents, and not least of all the 
kids.

Havelock — Youth Wise, 
a community-based youth 
employment project, has set 
up shop in Havelock under 
the direction of Project Co- 
ordinator Phil Higgins. The 
sponsoring non-profit com- 
munity agency to whom 
Higgins reports is Youth 
Emergency Shelter in Peter- 
borough. While this is the 
first program strictly for 
Havelock youths who are out 
of school and out of work, 
Higgins has been project co- 
ordinator for a previous pro- 
gram sponsored by the John 
Howard Society. There are 
currently four youth projects 
underway in Peterborough 
County, Street Job, Employ- 
ment for Everyone and 
Youth Build, some of which 
have been running for two 
to three years. 

Through advertisements 
in community newspapers, 
Higgins gave an outline of 
the of the requirements 
youths must meet. He re- 
ceived 32 applications/ 
resumes for the 10 positions 
available. All were inter- 
viewed to determine their 
willingness to improve them- 
selves and their future goals 
for career, employment or 
further education. While the 
minimum age for an appli- 
cant was 16 and the maxi- 
mum 25, the 10 youths in- 
volved in this project range 
in age from 18 to 25 and six 
out of 10 have a high school 
diploma. 

“Youths who had less 
education scored higher on 
the scale but they also had 
to show their willingness to 
work in a group, their level 
of communication skills and 
cooperativeness,” Higgins 
said in an interview at the 
group’s office at | George 
Street West. “The goal is to 
find youths who want to 
improve themselves so that 
they are employable at the 
end of the project.” 

Funding for the 24-week 
project, which got underway 
March 15, is provided by 
Human Resources Skills 
Development (HRDC witha 
new name) and Employment 


Planning and Counselling of 


Peterborough. The latter 
agency provides case man- 
agement.

No off-road 
driving on 
shoulders 


There are many miscon- 
ceptions regarding the use of 
off-road vehicles on the 
highway and the Northum- 
berland OPP Detachment 
has issued a directive de- 
signed to answer some of the 
questions. 

Many owners now be- 
lieve that they can drive a 
four-wheeler on the shoul- 
der of the road. However, 
this is just not true. In fact, 
operation on a highway is 
( generally prohibited with 
some exceptions. There are 

no highways in Northum- 
berland County which per- 
mit operation along the shoul- 
der of the road. 

Any of the new legisla- 
tion applies to four-wheelers 
only. It does not include dirt 
bikes. motocross bikes, 
three-wheelers, dune bug- 
gies or Argos. It must have 
a seat that is designed to be 
straddled by the driver. 

Access to the highway 
is allowed on 500 to 899 se- 
ries highways, generally 
found in northern areas of 
the province.

Asphodel-Norwood - 
Developing a trades school 
magnet and encouraging stu- 
dents heading to high school 
to consider the ites 
provided by trades and tech- 
nology studies remains a 
very viable method of help- 
ing Norwood District High 
School solve its declining 
enrollment dilemma. 

Both the trades school 
concept and Hockey Canada 
Skills Academy received 
strong support from people 
at last week's big and impor- 
tant community forum at the 
school. 

Norwood High School 
teacher Len Rance said that 
the topic of developing a 
trades specialty at the school 
“rose to the forefront very 
quickly” during citizens 
steering committee meetings 
that have been held over the 


* 


past four months. 
_ “It was agreed by all that 
a more solid trades program 
would not only help with 
school programming, but 
also enhance the community 
by bringing trades into the 
school,” Mr. Rance says. 
Forming partnerships 
with Fleming College and 
local industry would be a key 
part of a long-range devel- 
opment of a trades specialty 
schaol, the Committee said. 
Mr. Rance told the meet- 
ing that there are over 130 
apprenticeable trades in On- 
tario and that students at the 
school have had “good op- 
portunities” working within 
the Ontario Youth Appren- 
ticeship Program (OYAP). 
Many former students 
have gone on to highly suc- 
cessful professional careers 
in the trades, he adds. 
Those apprenticeships 
begin in grade 12 and allows 
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students to explore appren-. 
ticeship opportunities while 
also earning credits. In the 
student’s fifth year they can 
register as an apprentice and 
gain hours and skills through 
the school’s Co-op Educa- 
tion program. OYAP helps 
students earn their certifi- 
cate of apprenticeship and 
certification of qualification 
and readies them for a posi- 
tion as Journey person. 

“We don't have to 
reinvent the wheel (at 
NDHS) just pump up the 
existing One and get it roll- 
ing again,” he says. 

The school already offers 
a solid trades program in 
various areas and will re- 
ceive money through the 
province’s Trades Renewal 
Grant 

Superintendent of School 
Operations Sherry Summer- 
sides says the KPR board will 
receive $500,000 from this 
program. 

“It isn’t big just yet,” she 
noted of a grant that has to 
be divided between,15 KPR 
high schools. 

But she sees the provin- 
cial grant as a positive sign 
that it is interested in helping 
school boards ramp up trades 
education in the face of a 
staggering shortage of 
skilled tradespeople. 

Mr. Rance says additional 
funds would enhance exist- 
ing facilities and enable the 
school to offer new trades. 
Currently, NDHS offers 
courses in transportation and 
construction technologies 
and hopes to reintroduce 
manufacturing technology in 
2006. 

There are scores of pro- 
fessions that are connected 
to trades and technology 
courses, he notes, and many 
students not zeroing in on the 
trades still take these courses 
because they know they are 
relevant to the post-second- 
ary choices they are inter- 
ested in. 

Mr. Rance says he has 
been a skilled tradesman for 
the past 30 years and 
throughout those years 
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nity -- all because of the i 


skilled trades.” 

Havelock resident, Tim 
Ellis, is an industrial sales 
representative and he re- 
minded the audience that 
Ontario will be facing a defi- 
cit of 50,000 skilled trades- 
people next year. He sup- 
ports the concept of boost- 
ing the trades focus at the 
high school but wants to 
make sure that a Norwood- 
based program would be 
able to compete with those 
at other schools and still at- 
tract new students at the 
school. 

Mr. Ellis recognizes that 
new students would mean 
additional staff and that ad- 
ditional staff allows the 
school to expand program- 
ming across school sections. 

Norwood realtor Gary 
Warner said he was “very 
much in favour” of a skilled 
trades program at NDHS 
and encouraged the school 
board to look to big corpo- 
rate players like General 
Motors to help sponsor part 
of a tool and die program -- 
a field that will see a huge 
number of retirements over 
the next few years. 

He also added that one of 
the “key factors” in a fami- 
ly’s decision to move to an 
area is the availability of “ad- 
equate education.” 

Take that away, he says, 
and you will see real estate 
values in the area fall. 

Federal Conservative can- 
didate John Jackson, Chair 
of Peterborough Kawartha 
Tourism and a director with 
the Greater Peterborough 
Economic Development Cor- 
poration, suggested the 
school jump into the devel- 
oping DNA Cluster project 
that Trent University and 
Fleming College are actively 
involved in. 

In the next five years, 
1,000 new jobs will be cre- 
ated directly from the DNA 
Cluster project. That figure 
could reach 6,000 in 10 
years, he added.

* Always protect your 
eyes and wear gloves. 

« Apply a topcoat with a 
good quality brush or appli- 
cator. Start at the top and 
work your way down, sav- 
ing the trim for last. 

* Ask your local hardware 
dealer for advice on select- 
ing the best paint for the job. 

Visit your local hardware 
store for all your home reno- 
vating and décor needs. 
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natural process, especially 
on outdoor fixtures. Good 
quality door hardware fin- 
ishes are obtained by the 
careful processing of solid 
brass, bronze or stainless 
steel. When required, a clear 
protective coating is applied 
and cured in a high tempera- 
ture infrared oven. As door 
hardware and trim finishes 
in certain geographical areas 
are subjected to deteriorat- 
ing climatic and other con- 
ditions, the rate and degree 
of change in some original 
finishes will vary widely. 


Several steps can be 
taken to retard the tarnish- 
ing process however. The 
specialists in high quality fix- 
tures offers a few insider 
tips: 

* Lacquered or clear- 
coated finishes should be 
wiped with a soft, damp 
cloth. A mild soap may be 
lightly used if very dirty. 

« Oxidized satin bronze 
is oil rubbed and has no pro- 
tective coating. For this par- 
ticular metal, wipe with a lit- 
tle vegetable oil on a soft 
cloth. Too much oil may 


leave a residue to come off 
on the hands. Household de- 
tergents and mild abrasive 
powder may be used to re- 
store the high metal colour 
without seriously affecting 
of the 


wax. 

¢ For metal fixtures that 
have no coating (many are 
located in the interior of your 
home), wipe with a soft 
damp cloth. A high-grade 
chrome polish may be used 
according to the directions 
to clean and restore the origi- 
nal shine or satin finish. 

¢ For all metal fixtures, 
particular care should be 
taken to avoid paint smears, 
thinners and strong cleaning 
agents as they will quickly 
destroy the protective coat- 
ings and subject the finishes 
to rapid oxidation and 
discolouration. If you are 
treating nearby brick or 
wood surfaces with paints or 
stains, do not install your 
fixtures until the work is 
completely dry. If fixtures 
are already in place, remove 
the fixtures until the paint or 
stains are completely dry. 

When tarnishing occurs, 

there are several steps that 


you may want to consider to 
renew the finish. These are: 
* Remove the old lac- 
quer. This can be done us- 
ing an extra fine steel wool 
and paint stripper. 
* Polish the fixtures. Use 
a 
relevant to the metal being 
polished. 


* Seal the finish with a 
high quality, non-abrasive, 
polymer car wax or a sol- 
vent cleaner, followed with 
a coating of exterior poly- 
urethane sealer. If poly- 
urethane is used, future coat- 
ings require that the coating 


be removed in the same’ 


manner as the original lac- 
quer. 

* Once the original lac- 
quer is off, expect to polish 
every few months.

Spring cleaning can be fun 


(NC)—For most people, there is nothing about spring-cleaning that sounds like fun — 
unless the chores allow for personal creativity. 

How about making the house clean and healthy for example, by creating tried-and-true 
concoctions out of kitchen staples? Before adding yet another costly solvent, spray or 
detergent to the line-up, take a look at these bio-friendly tips from an industry leader in 
the development of ‘health smart’ windows: 

Kitchen & Bath Counters: Combine 1/2 cup white vinegar, 1/4 cup baking soda, 1- 
cup ammonia with 4.5 litres of warm water. Caution: Do not add bleach to this mix. 

Windows: In a spray bottle, combine 1 cup white vinegar with 4 cups warm water. It 
can also be used on window frames, sills and on indoor blinds. 

Hardwood Floors: Combine 1/2 cup of apple cider vinegar with 4 litres of warm 
water. Don't allow hardwood to get too wet. Clean small areas with a moist cloth and dry 


as you go. 


Carpets: Use baking soda. Sprinkle thoroughly over a dry carpet, leave for 30 min- 
utes, then vacuum. Steam clean if carpets are very stained or soiled. 

Vinyl Floors: Combine a small amount of dishwashing detergent - about | tsp or the 
size of a quarter — with 4 litres warm water. 

Mould and mildew: Combine 1/4 cup bleach with 5 cups warm water, use gloves to 
clean. Window mould is usually a sign of too much condensation on windows during 
winter — and this may be due to a poor window materials. When upgrading, look for 
windows that display the international Energy Star seal, a rigorous standard for energy 
éfficiency. The best windows are able to maintain a constant thermal balance between 
the temperatures indoors and out. This is done by the elimination of highly ‘conductive 
metal materials. Before making a purchasing decision, be sure to examine the spacer 
edging between the glass panes and at the perimeter edge. One company developed a 
foam super spacer product for this reason. It contains the superior insulation properties 
of thermo-set rubber made from polymer structural foam. The super spacer scored 
highest in "edge-of-glass temperature trials”, delivering the best resistance to condensation.~

As the clock ticks down 
on the implementation of 
Ontario’s Nutrient Manage- 
ment legislation, a lot of 
questions remain unan- 
swered. Key among those 
questions is funding—where 
is the money coming from 
to pay for everything farm- 
- ers are going to have to do 
to comply with the regula- 
tions? 

For a long time, provin- 
cial politicians have been 
talking about a funding an- 
nouncement, but still there’s 
nothing. July 1, 2005, is the 
start date for enforcement of 
the regulations, and the first 
group of farms to fall under 
the regulations need adequate 
time and funding to bring 
their facilities to standard. 
And yet, there’s no word of 
public funding to meet those 
standards, 

OFA’s environmerit com- 
mittee presented a'list of prin- 
ciples for a nutrient manage- 
ment cost-share program at 
the March OFA board meet- 
ing. At the top of that list was 
the principle that there be no 
phase-in of regulations with- 
out an acceptable cost-share 
program from the provincial 
government. 

The balance of that list of 
principles stated that the 
cost-share program must 
provide an appropriate level 
of funding—the cost-share 
program must consider all 
costs, nutrient management 
must proceed on the basis of 
co-operation, not confronta- 
tion. Yet, there must be a 
relationship between the nu- 
trient management program 
and source water protection.

OFA directors had several 
additional principles to add to 
the list. One is the inclusion 
of realistic benchmark data 
in the regulations. Research 
is also needed to provide the 
latest pathogen data for the 
regulations and the principle 
that compliance with the 
nutrient management act 
should not be the basis for 
any farmer exiting the busi- 
ness. 

At OFA, we understand 
and support the provincial 
government’s objective to 
ensure a safe, clean supply 
of drinking water for every 
resident of Ontario and the 
preservation of Ontario’s 
soil. OFA and its partner or- 
ganizations in the Ontario 
Farm Environmental Coali- 
tion want the provincial gov- 
ernment to acknowledge 
that all of society needs to 
share in the cost of achiev- 
ing these objectives. 

It is critical that the fund- 
ing to achieve the govern- 
ment’s objective be based on 
the benefits principle. Imple- 
mentation of the Nutrient 
Management Act and its 
regulations is desirable for all 
of society, and therefore 
OFA and its OFEC partners 
need to see assurances from 
the government that the ap- 
propriate funding is provided

to reflect the benefits prin- 
ciple. . 

At its February Board of 
Directors meeting, OFA re- 
ceived a resolution that called 
on the organization to with- 
draw its support of the Nu- 
trient Management Act until 
there is a clear funding com- 
mitment by the province. 
The resolution called for that 
commitment to reflect both 
the benefit principle and the 


parameters of current pro- 
duction economics. 

‘A substantive funding an- 
nouncement from the prov- 
ince is needed now, and 
would be a good start to 
making the Nutrient Man- 
agement Act work for On- 
tario’s farmers.

Youth Wise... 
Program will 
get young 
people into 
work force

in getting our application approved and are likely to work 
with municipal departments in several areas beside the li- 


brary. 

With this long list of projects, Higgins will be in a good 
position to run a second program when this program con- 
cludes. The 10 students enrolled in this program can’t 
qualify to do a second program but Higgins is confident 
there are youths waiting for a second program. He can 
also foresee the establishment of a home-grown youth or- 
ganization that will deal with issues of under-employment 
or unemployment of young people; an agency growing out 
of the Youth Emergency Shelter with its own board of 
directors. 

The program’s participants, six males and four females, 
are covered by Worker Compensation and Higgins has set 
aside Mondays to provide safety training, including: Young 
Worker Awareness Safety; Personal Protective Equipment; 
WMSS - safe handling of hazardous materials. Upcoming, 
Mondays will focus on Repetitive Strain Injury, Fall Ar- 
rest, Heavy Equipment Safety, Employer Labour Stand- 
ards, Occupational Health and Safety Act, First Aid/CPR, 
and a food handlers’ course including Smart Serve. As 
well, some students will be working on correspondence 
courses to finish up high school and some will be working 
on writing their high school equivalency test. 

And, because HRSD is a federal department, Higgins 
can see other communities deciding that such a project 
would assist their young people. He is willing to discuss 
how to initiate and set up a program in your own area, 
noting that each program must provide assistance for not- 
for-profit organizations in the community. While the spon- 
soring organizations do not compensate the youths, they 
are obliged to provide any building materials required. If 
you wish to discuss setting up a project in your area, Higgins 
can be reached at 705-778-7216. . 

Community partners can also help in other ways: the 
Havelock Pentecostal Church wants a new roof and, in 
exchange, has offered the use of its bus. Others have of- 

fered the use of their facilities, if they are needed. 

Youth Wise is also working to reopen Havelock’s Com- 
puter Access Program (CAP) at the Home Town Learning 
Centre. It is in the process of acquiring some older com- 
puters that will be available to the public during regular 
business hours at a minimal fee; this would offer access to 
computers, photocopying and faxing. 

“Youth Wise is a flexible program,” Higgins said in con- 
clusion. “Not all 10 youth will be working at the library at 
the same time: some will be doing educational upgrading at 
the office: some will be doing community projects on their 
own, such as doing planting for the Beautification Com- 
mittee. The strength of the program is that it gives back to 
the community.”

The Access Centre for 
Hastings & Prince Edward 
Counties has removed the 
service delay for clients 
needing personal support 
and homemaking.

Officers defuse explosive situation 
employing pepper spray strategy 


Earn Recommendation for Commissioner’s Citations

The situation had all the 


by two unruffled officers 
from the Campbeliford De- 
tachment of the OPP the cri- 
sis ended with relatively mi- 
hor consequences. 
It started out as just an- 
other routine domestic inci- 
dent call for Const. Dave 
Pewtner, 34, and Const. 
Mike Wagner, 36, at a Front 
Street apartment in Camp- 
bellford on Feb. 4°. 
However, when the explo- 
sive event ended a short time 
later, the officers had been 
threatened by an agitated, 
sword-wielding man, they 
were forced to take a deadly- 
force position with firearms 
out and finally managed to 


subdue the offender by us- 
ing pepper spray. 
Const. Pewtner and 


Const. Wagner have both 
since been recommended 


for a Commissioner's Cita- 
tion for their efforts in re- 
solving the domestic inci- 


t. 

“The adrenalin rush is un- 

believable,” said Const. 
Wagner in a recent media in- 
terview. “What happens in a 
matter of seconds can not 
only change the life of the 
offender but the officers as 
well. So three families, the 
wives and children, may be 
affected by a given out- 
come.” 
Arrested after being sub- 
dued and eventually hand- 
cuffed in a struggle that re- 
sulted in Const. Wagner suf- 
fering a broken right hand 
was 37-year-old Ronald Wil- 
liam St. Dennis. He was'sub- 
sequently eharged with as- 
sault causing bodily harm 
and possession of a weapon 
dangerous to the public. 

“No police officer wants 
to see anyone hurt or killed 
but in this case the offender 
makes a decision prior to our 


getting involved so anything 
could have happened,” said 
Const. Wagner. 

“It ended fairly well,” 
Const. Pewtner up. 
“The man with the sword 
wasn't injured and while 
Mike got a broken hand he 
was looking for some desk 
duty anyway,” he joked. 

Domestic Response 

Another tenant at the 
same apartment phoned in 
the domestic trouble, which 
at first consisted of a loud 
argument. When police got 
to the door, a female, her 
teen-aged daughter and a 
teen-aged friend greeted 
them but the officers didn’t 
see the man at that point. The 
woman explained she had 
been having trouble with her 
common-law partner for the 
past few months. 

“The call we responded 
to had to do with his drink- 
ing and arguing,” explained 
Pewtner. 

At this point the man, act-

ing like he was highly intoxi- 
cated on either drugs or al- 
cohol, came out of the bath- 
room in a very belligerent 
state. 

“He was verbally aggres- 


‘sive from the outset,” stated 


Const. Pewtner. “We at- 
tempted to calm him but he 
demanded we leave the 
apartment. Again we at- 
tempted to talk to him calmly 
and informed him why we 
were there because, in our 
opinion, the situation didn’t 
seem to be overly serious at 
that time.” 

The man then walked 
across the living room to 
another room and slammed 
the door, still yelling, swear- 
ing and demanding the offic- 
ers leave. After spending the 
next few minutes talking to 
the females, and getting 
some history on the man, 
Const. Pewtner said the of- 
fender started yelling “why 
don’t you just kill me, why 
don’t you shoot me?” from

Brandishing a Sword 

Then the door suddenly 
flew open and the man was 
holding a large 36-inch 
curved sword over his head, 
demanding the officers leave 
and still screaming “why 
don’t you just kill me!” 

At that point the OPP of- 
ficers drew their Sigsauer 


semi-automatic 40 calibre. 


firearms from their holsters. 
The female occupants were 
asked to leave and Const. 
Pewtner said dispatch was 
called asking for backup. 

Const. Pewtner fully 
credits the yearly “use-of- 
force” training course offic- 
ers receive at OPP headquar- 
ters in Orillia with their abil- 
ity to cope with the escalat- 
ing scale of violence they 
faced. 

“We go through a series 
of scenarios almost identical 
to the one we found our- 
selves in,” said Dave. “It 
consists of a use-of-force 
reference wheel where the 
first option is verbal interac- 
tion leading up to use of pep- 
per spray (soft impact 
weapon), then their 
expandable baton (hard im- 
pact weapon) and finally 
deadly force weapon.” 

“Of course, depending on 
the severity of the situation, 
it is up to the discretion of 
the officers to decide at any 
point in the confrontation 
what level of force to use. 
The sword is considered 
deadly force so we had our 
firearms drawn.” 

“Then the man went into 
the other room and slammed 
the door again as we contin- 
ued to try to calm him. 

“We were concerned for 
his safety, too, and I didn’t 
know whether he was being 
suicidal but- based on his 
comments we. thought he 
was,” said Const. Pewtner. 
“We talked for a few min- 
utes, beckoning him to come 
out and talk but we told him 
not to come back out with 
the sword in his hand. By 
that time we had formulated 
a plan of action to use pep- 
per spray. He returned with 
the sword and we used the

spray. In the struggle on the 
floor Mike suffered a broken 
hand.” 

Const. Pewtner said the 
officers believed the man 
was carrying a knife and 
they were also concerned 
about that. Sure enough, af- 
ter the man was handcuffed, 
the officers discovered a 
large unsheathed hunting 
knife on his person. 

“So it was a good thing 
that we got control,” said 
Const. Pewtner. “Pepper 
spray can be very effective 
at close range but unfortu- 
nately we tend to get cross- 
contaminated too.” 

Asked whether the inci- 
dent would change their ap- 
proach to. future policing 
duties, Const. Pewtner said: 
“Just to be more careful. But 
I believe it’s becoming more 
common place for police» 
officers in facing more 
threatening situations be- 
cause far more offenders are 
arming themselves with 
weapons.” 

“In the end.this guy is 
given a 48-day sentence,” 
noted Const. Wagner. “That 
hurt more than the broken 
hand.” 

The officer continues to~ 
undergo physiotherapy 
treatment on the bone in the 
back of his hand in the hopes 
of avoiding surgery. But that 
decision will be determined 
after his hand is assessed at 
the end of May.

It seems like a school 
closing issue by 
another name: reader 


At a recent public meet- 
ing at Norwood District High 
School a number of options 
were proposed for increas- 
ing enrollment at the school 
because there was a fear that 
if something was not done 
then in a few short years the 
school would face the pos- 
sibility of closing. It became 
apparent after some discus- 
sion that the problem of de- 
clining enrollment is not just 
a Norwood one, but one that 
is much more widespread 
within the KPR Board of 
Education. 

When I posed the ques- 
tion about how: the other 
schools within the board 
were dealing with the prob- 
lem, Ms. Summérsides re- 
plied that the process that 
was proceeding in Norwood 
was not being done at other 
schools. The response to a 
follow-up. query about the 
reason for this suggested 
that it was because Nor- 
wood District was the small- 
est and was already being 
subsidized by the other 
schools because of this. 

In my opinion this is un- 
satisfactory. The enrollment 
at NDHS can be increased 
without new programming. 
Before the County system 
was introduced, Hastings 
Public and parts of Otona- 
bee were part of the feeder 
district for Norwood. These 
could be restored and more 
of the Warsaw feeder area 
could also be sent to Nor- 
wood District High School. 

If a school must close 
then a general discussion 
should take place as to which 
school it should be. Any 
school closing can cause 
great havoc in the commu- 
nity in which it is situated. 


Should the size of the stu- 
dent population be the main 
reason for the choice of 
which school should close 
or should that be only a mi- 
nor part of the decision proc- 
ess? 

Which would have more 
impact on the community, 
the closing of Norwood or 
the closing of TAS or even 
PCVS? The latter two op- 
tions would certainly free up 
more students to make re- 
maining schools viable. 

My heart goes out to the 
committee members who 
have been struggling with the 
problem of how to keep their 
school enrollment high 
when it seems that the deci- 
sion has been made that if 
and when a school has to 
close it is Norwood that has 
been slotted for that process. 
How can we expect this 
committee to solve the board 
of education’s problems? It 
is the members of the board 
who should be working on 
that scenario. 

Many times over it has 
been stated that this is not a 
school closing process, but 
that if the process fails and 
enrollment declines then 
school closing could be an 
option. Well, then, I guess it 
is a school closing process 
no matter what the current 
leaders say. 

We have a thriving com- 
munity which is dependent 
on a healthy education sys- 
tem centred in our schools. 
Closing all or part of this 
system or reducing pro- 
gramme should not be an 
option. This is not an unrea- 
sonable point of view.

The Safe Drinking Water Act 2002 was enacted on the 
recommendation of Commissioner Dennis O’Connor after 
months of inquiry, hearings and deliberation. 

No one wants “another Walkerton”, a tragedy of failed 
equipment and failed responsibility. The Act sets new stand- 
ards for both and urban Ontario can now sleep easily. It is 
unfortunate that rural Ontario cannot.

Mr. Kooistra’s 
points are well taken when 
he talks about the start-up 
and adminstration costs in 
moving to a metered system 
for assessing water rate. The 
benefits are also clear: a truly 
equitable system, encourage 
water conservation, and pro- 
long the life of the present 
water system. 

Councillor Reagan stated 
that most municipalities with 
water meters use‘a flat rate 
for the first so many cubic 
meters of water used and 
then users pay an additional 
amount for water used over 
and above this base amount.

Appearing at a public 
budget meeting for the Mu- 
nicipality of Trent Hills on 
April 13*, Bill Pyatt said the 
situation has been created 
largely by years of 
downloading.

The presentation by 
Pyatt reflected a riveting 
overview in clarifying why 
County Council was recently 
forced to endorse an 8.78 
per cent tax budget increase 
for 2004. 

“Our society has changed 
a lot over the last 10-15 
years,” said Pyatt. “There 
are now a lot more people at 
risk—children, youth, the 
homeless, seniors, the disa- 
bled and people living in iso- 
lation.”

Meanwhile, the province 
has indicated there will be no 
centralized planning or pro- 
gram delivery from Toronto. 
This means the County is 
responsible for what is called 
a Consolidated Municipal 
Service Manager, and must 
develop community plans 
for social housing, child 
care, homelessness, the Na- 
tional Child Benefit Outreach 
Program and Ontario Works 
employment support. 

Pyatt says the outreach 
program, particularly in 
Trent Hills, has revealed 
“shocking poverty in the ru- 
ral areas, where we have iso- 
lated families in serious fi- 
nancial trouble.” 

Some of the poverty 
problems in Trent Hills in 
recent years resulted in the 
creation of the Central North- 
umberland East Support 
Services in 2003. He said 
150 families came to County 


facing eviction from their 
homes because of problems 
paying utility bills and were 
assisted through the Utility 
Trust Program. 

Also the Community 
Outreach Program serves 
308 families and one third of 
that group lives in Trent 
Hills. One in five families are 
now living below the poverty 
line, he noted. 

Pyatt said people are also 
being assisted through the 
Salvation Army Good Food 
Box, sponsored school 
breakfast nutrition programs 
for children and the North- 
umberland Food Source, es- 
tablished in 2004. He said 
this is a central distribution 
centre providing free food 
through the food banks 
from various major manu- 
facturers, such as Kraft 
Foods.

Approximately 120 municipal properties will soon be eligible for sale. 

For all municipalities, including Trent Hills, Rutter says the rule of thumb is that no 
more than 10 per cent of the current levy should be outstanding after the eligible proper- 
ties are sold. However, Trent Hills currently stands at 18 or 19 per cent and that’s much 
too high, says Rutter. 

“But when we sell all the properties we hope that figure will bring us down to the 10 
per cent level.” 

Once the tax arrears’ certificate is registered, he said it takes roughly two years before 
unimproved properties can be sold in lieu of unpaid taxes and three years on improved 
properties, which contains buildings. Once that is done it will take one year to finish the 
process, explains the CAO.

Warm-up 
Properly 


How often do you arrive 
at the golf course 45 min- 
utes prior to your tee-off 
time? 

Chances are not as often 
as you should. One key to a 
good round of golf is being 
properly prepared and loos- 
ened up before the game. Ar- 
riving at the course 45 min- 
utes in advance will give you 
plenty of opportunity to hit 
some full shots as well as do 
some chipping and putting. 

Driving Range: You do 
not have to hit a large bucket 
of balls. Instead hit 20 or 30 
balls and loosen up slowly. 
Start out with a short iron 
and progress up to the longer 
clubs. Try to get a “feel” for 
your swing but do not start 
working on your swing and 
making changes. 

Remember this is just a 
warm up and not a practice 
session. 

_ Chipping: Save a few 
balls from your warm up 
basket and head to the chip- 
ping green. Try both the 
bump and run and higher 
chips to get the feel. The 
goal is to get each shot about 
two feet from the cup. 

By hitting some good 
chips you will have more 
confidence to take to the 
course. Also, if the course 
has a practice bunker, hit a 
few shots from there. Re- 
member, about half the shots 
taken in a round occur 
around the green. 

Putting: Practice some 
longer putts (around 30 feet) 
and'try to lag them close. 
Next, sink some short putts 
to build some confidence be- 
fore you tee off.

Councillor Joe Crowrey | 
says there is no need for 
arecreation association; 
worries it will impose 

its will on muncipalities

Asphodel-Norwood - Council has thrown its support 
behind a private members bill that would see the Ontario 
Recreation Facilities Association (ORFA) become a certi- 
fying association for recreation facility professionals. 

If the bill passes the ORFA would be able to grant a 
number of designations associated with work that involves 
recreational facilities. Those designations, however would 
not be a mandatory requirement of a recreational facilities 
worker nor would municipalities have to hire only those 
people who held one of the designations., 

“If this were to become certified legislation it would 
bring structure to the recreation field (but) it does not mean 
individuals in the field need to obtain these designations in 
order to hid their position or obtain one,” says Jason 
Gibbard, Manager of Parks and Facilities Operation for the 
Township. 

Council had asked for some background before passing 
a motion to support a resolution from the Township of 
South Stormont, which had given the private members bill 
its blessing. 

Reeve Doug Pearcy said that County Council had sup- 
ported the proposed bill hoping that the ORFA “could act 
4s a buffer between the province and municipalities. 

“Right now they’re (the province) is dictating every- 
thing,” says Mr. Pearcy. 

He and his County Council colleagues hope that the as- 
sociation would play an arms-length role between the prov- 
ince and municipalities on “what we can and can’t do.” 

Councillor Joe Crowley was adamant that an official 
association was not necessary and that the status quo was 
working quite well. 

“Arenas have been alive and well for a number of years 
in Ontario without this organization and | just question 
whether there is a need for it now,” said Mr. Crowley. 

If they were to support the association’s desires to be- 
come a certifying agency he said Council should be “pre- 
pared to support a $700, $800 or $1,000 membership fee” 
at some point in time. 

Deputy-Reeve Terry Low supports the private mem- 
bers bill arguing that the association will not dictate to 
municipalities but would provide a “network to see what 
was happening” in facilities across the province. 

Arenas, Mr. Low said, have worked in an “ad hoc rela- 
tionship between one another” in past years with the only 
“common link” being recreation. 

A more formal association, he said, would allow Mr. 
Gibbard to sound out others in the field and find out what 
is happening in other municipal recreation facilities. 

It would also allow the recreation facilities and their 
operators to “speak with one voice rather than being dic- 
tated to. 

Mr. Low likened the association to those that currently 
exist for CAO’s and Wardens. 

“It is a group to find out what is happening in their 
communities and the best way to deal with issues.” 

Mr. Gibbard said it was a way of “trying to put a little 
bit more professionalism to the training they’ve been of- 
fering over the years.” 

He added that most of the NHL arenas use training of- 
fered through an affiliated program supported by the ORFA. 

Rod Manley and Cathy Turner also supported the move 
noting the importance of professional groups subscribing 
to levels of standards and competency that take into con- 
sideration the increased demands of safety and risk man- 
agement.

In 1928, the first railway 
school car began operations 
in Northern Ontario. In that 
same year, Shirley’s father, 
who lived in Northern On- 
tario, completed his training 
at North Bay Normal School 
and applied for the position 
of teacher on a railway 
school car. He received the 
assignment to CPR No. 2 
School, situated on the 120- 
mile long track between 
Chapleau and White River at 
six designated stops. 

The school car was 
moved to a new location each 
week to accommodate new 
students. Mr. Wright taught 
for several years before 
meeting and marrying Helen 
Atkinson, a native of Camp-

bellford, who had been 


teaching in Matheson in 
Northern Ontario and board- 
ing with his parents. Shirley 
was the eldest of four chil- 
dren born to the couple. 

The family lived an inter- 
esting life in their 90-foot 
home on wheels. The nine- 
by-12 foot kitchen had a 
coal-fired cook stove, wall 
cupboards and very little 
space left when the table was 
set up. The drawers had to 
be sawn off her mother’s 
sewing machine to accom- 
modate it. There was no re- 
frigeration as there was no 
electricity. A gas lamp pro- 
vided light. 

During the school day, 
the living room became a 
classroom with 12 desks ar- 
ranged in two rows, a teach- 
er’s desk and a blackboard. 
To this school would come 
children of different ages,

nationalities and abilities. 
Many could not speak Eng- 
lish but were taught words 
from the Mary, John and 
Peter First Reader. Progress 
was slow for some students 
but an effort was made to 
teach the basics—reading, 
writing and arithmetic as 
well as the recitation of po- 
etry. 

Even if a child had re- 
ceived no schooling until age 
10, the aim was to equip the 
pupils with enough education 
to ensure a successful life. 
School hours were 9 a.m. to 
noon and 1:30 to 4 p.m. and 
the children always knew 
when lunchtime was ap- 
proaching by the smells of 
the food cooking in the 
kitchen.

about ideas in report 
on Norwood High 


Smaller committees will 
now work on hockey academy, 
trades program options

Peterborough - Two 
committees will move 
strongly forward on a 
hockey skills academy and 
an enhanced trades program 
at Norwood District High 
School now that public 
school board trustees have 
received the programming 
for the future dialogue re- 
port. 

As expected, the board 
accepted the report as an in- 
formation document during 
their regular meeting last 
Thursday evening with Su- 
perintendent of Schools 
Sherry Summersides provid- 
ing a comprehensive over- 
view of the work done by 
the 39-member volunteer 
steering committee over the 
past four months. 

That committee dis- 
cussed a variety of program- 
ming options which could 
help the school boost 
enrollment which is pro- 
jected to fall from nearly 500 
students to 338 students by 
2008. It started with a broad 
range of 33 ideas, narrowed 
that list to 18 then further 
whittled it to six priority ar- 
eas before focussing on the 
Hockey Canada Skills Acad- 
emy and trades program. 
The other well-supported 
options still remain very 
much on the table. 

The committee’s report 
also underlined its belief-in 
the importance of a commu- 
nity school in maintaining 
rural communities and life- 


styles and the significant 


impact losing Norwood High 
would have on the commu- 
nity and its families. 

One of the key points 
made throughout the steer- 
ing committee meetings was 
this: “people who chose to 
live in the area do so because 
they have chosen a more ru- 
ral way of life. They value 
the small town atmosphere 
and have'no desire to be part 


of larger communities. 
Quality of life is important 
for those who live in the area 
(and) quality of life would be 
impacted if students were on 
buses longer and there 
would be less time for 
families to meet and spend 
time together.” 

That point was a key 
point included in the final 
report. 

“The Board was very in- 
terested in the conversation 
and dialogue and particularly 
in the differentiated problem- 
solving that was used (by 
committee members),” Ms. 
Summersides told The Reg- 
ister in an interview follow- 
ing the meeting. 

Mrs. Summersides said 
trustees were very impressed 
with the committee’s ability

Politicians have to respect 
“micro community centres” 


Dear Editor: 


A part of Old Asphodel 
S”S #7 -- the Old Donegal 
school house — is about to 
die but certainly not from 
natural causes. The 113- 
year-old building, erected in 
1891, is as vibrant and full 
of life as ever. The last stu- 
dents departed for Norwood 
in 1964 as part of the con- 
solidation of rural schools. 
But the Old Donegal School 
House did not just fade away. 

Rural schools were al- 
ways just more than institu- 
tions of learning. It has been 
a place for public meetings, 
weddings, movies, card par- 
ties, family reunions, Scouts 
and monthly dances. On a 
regular basis, 180 people a 
month use this facility. 

When the last student de- 
parted to Norwood, the 


Township of Asphodel pur- 
chased the building. This 
was a wise decision on the 
part of that Council for it 
provided a community cen- 
tre at the eastern part of As- 
phodel. Furthermore, the 
Donegal School House is an 
historic building, part of our 
heritage; today it remains the 
only little red brick school 
house in public hands and 
should remain so. 

The administration of the 
Old Donegal School House 
has been in the hands of a 
local committee. They are to 
be commended for the ef- 
fort they have given in main- 
taining the building and its 
grounds. Moreover, the com- 
mittee has held monthly 
dances with the Harold 
Davidson Orchestra for 
more than three decades. For 
the past two years The Don- 


egal Fiddlers have also held 
monthly dances. In the af- 
ternoon preceding the fid- 
dlers a popular card party is 
held. 

Those that gather to- 
gether have held many years 
of friendships as part of the 
whole community. Such ca- 
maraderie cannot just be 
transplanted elsewhere; to do 
so is to destroy the fabric of 
rural life. % 

So, with so much activ- 
ity centred around the School 
House, why close it down? 
The reason is due to recent 
Ontario government regula- 
tions that insist that all piped 
water into municipal build- 
ings be tested on a weekly 
basis. This, of course, will 
be expensive even though 
the water used at Donegal is 
only to flush toilets!

No County highways allow 
off-road vehicle driving

There are many misconceptions regarding the use of off-road vehicles on the highway 
ind the Northumberland OPP Detachment has issued a directive designed to answer 


some of the questions 


Many owners now believe that they can drive 


a four-wheeler on the shoulder of the 


oad. However. this is just not true. In fact, operation on a highway is generally prohibited 
with some exceptions. There are no highways in Northumberland County which permit 
peration along the shoulder of the road 

Any of the new legislation applies to four-wheelers only. It does not include dirt 
vikes. motocross bikes, three-wheelers, dune buggies or Argos. It must have a seat that 
s designed to be straddled by the driver 

Access to the highway is allowed on 500 to 899 series highways, generally found in 


Camopbellford area. Fee for 
the total tour is $10.

organic. Organic growers 
work to improve soil qual- 
ity, and they do not use syn- 
thetic pesticides or fertilizer. 

‘ Organic pest control is 
achieved by using safer, sim- 
pler home remedies. They 
pay a fee each year to obtain 


Canadian organic certifica- * 


tion. One-half acre is culti- 
vated for market gardening. 
They have a small green- 
house with a propane fur- 
nace, which they use for 
starting plants. 

In their market garden 
they use hoop protection, 
plastic and floating covers 
and nylon shade cloth, to 
shelter plants from frost, sun 
and insects. Often, rows of 
flowers are planted among 
the vegetables to entice the 
insects to pollinate. Each 
year one-half of the garden 
is planted to red clover, 
which when plowed under 
adds nitrogen to the soil for 
next year’s vegetables. Irri- 
gation prevents stress dur- 
ing dry weather. 

The perennial beds of 
flowers, which are mainly 
organic, were already estab- 
lished when they bought the 
land. Lenni takes photo- 
graphs when the plants are 
in bloom and uses them for 
her artwork. With slides, we 
saw samples of her paintings 
of peonies, bloodroot, iris 
and forsythia. 

Flowers and vegetables 
are sold at the Cobourg 
Farmers’ Market. Since the 
cultivation of their land is la- 
bour intensive, it is necessary 
to hire student helpers.

Tuition freeze positive 
change, Minister says 


TORONTO - The provincial government is delivering 
positive change for post-secondary students by confirm- 
ing that it will freeze college and university tuition for two 
years, effective immediately. In making the announcement, 
Minister of Training, Colleges and Universities, Mary Anne 
Chambers said making sure education is accessible and 
affordable is crucial to building the workforce. 

“That’s why despite our fiscal challenges, we are meet- 
ing our commitment to freeze tuition to ensure each stu- 
dent can attain the education they need to succeed,” she 
said. 

The freeze will cover both regulated and deregulated 
programs. The government also announced $48.1 million 
in funding to éolleges and universities to offset loss of rev- 
enues due to the first year of the freeze. 

Over the next few months, the government will consult 
with students, parents, industry partners, universities and 
colleges to develop a long-term plan that ensures a high- 
quality, accessible and accountable postsecondary educa- 
tion system for future generations. 

The plan will reflect greater collaboration and coopera- 
tion within the post-secondary system and include a sus- 
tainable long-term funding framework, improved financial 
assistance for students and improved accountability. 

“Our government’s first and most important priority is 
excellence in public education. Universities and colleges 
play a crucial role in helping Ontarians succeed in an inno- 
vative economy,” Chambers said.

HEARTWORM 


Many people ask, “Why do I need to put my dog on heartworm 
prevention when it is not common in Ontario?”

cation form and get it to 
OMAF'’s CAIS program ad- 
ministration office before the 
April 30* deadline. As well 
they have to open a CAIS 
account at a participating fi- 
nancial institution and de- 
posit enough money to get 
the desired level of coverage. 

May Use Accountant 

Most of the information 
required for the application 
process will only be known 
by each individual farmer 
since it deals with product 
inventory and production 
details. Farmers can com- 
plete their own CAIS appli- 
cation, but some may decide 
to put those defails in the 
hands of an accountant. 

OFA urges all farmers re- 
lying on an accountant to 
prepare the CAIS application 
to be absolutely sure of de- 
tails on any documents they 
are asked to sign. We have 
received calls from farmers 
who are finding out too late 
that the accountant they 
hired for the job is charging 
them a percentage of any 
future CAIS government 
payment in addition to a flat 
fee. 

This is a sure way of en- 
suring the CAIS money, 
which was intended to help 
farmers, finds its way into 
the hands of accounting pro- 
fessionals. The old axiom 
about “buyer beware” 
should be kept in mind. 

Variable Interest

Most financial institutions 
that offered Net Income 
Stabilization Accounts to 
farmers, as well as some new 
institutions, are offering to 
open CAIS accounts. These 
institutions are typically of- 
fering a variable interest rate 
of 2.5 per cent on the ac- 
count’s balance. Some may 
pay more if the balance ex- 
ceeds $10,000. 

Some farmers who were 
in the NISA program have 
the opportunity to transfer 
producer-contributed NISA 
deposits to their new CAIS 


account. Other farmers 
must consider borrowing 
funds to make their CAIS 
deposit. 

Government officials 
have assured us that finan- 
cial institutions are willing to 
lend farmers the deposit 
amount, taking the deposit 
as security. However, OFA, 
the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture and other On- 
tario farm organizations 
maintain that having farm- 
ers deposit into a CAIS ac- 
count is both unrealistic and 
unnecessary. Government 


has agreed to investigate al- 
ternatives to CAIS deposits 
as part of the annual review 
of the program. 

One option available to 
farmers who need to borrow 
to make the deposit is avail- 
able through ACC FARMS, 
a new wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of ACC Farmers Fi- 
nancial—one of the services 
of the Agricultural Com- 
modity Corporation in On- 
tario. It allows farmers to 
borrow and deposit for an 
annual net cost of 1.25 per 
cent. 


Canada making headway 


in major beef mark

Recent developments in 
Canada’s beef markets, big 
and small, are combining to 
fuel a sense of optimism in 
the industry. 

Our cattlemen welcomed 
news in early March that the 
U.S. is moving forward with 
the process for reopening the 
border to a wider range of 
meat products, live Canadian 
cattle and other ruminants. 

The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has reo- 
pened the comment ona rule 
that, if finalized, would allow 
certain classes of live Cana- 
dian cattle and other rumi- 
nants to be imported into the 
United States for the first 
time since May 20, 2003. 
The USDA is also seeking 
comments on allowing im- 
ports of meat from cattle 30 
months or over on the basis 
that Canada maintains the 
same requirement as the 
USA to remove specified risk 
materials from all cattle 
slaughtered in Canada. 

This is good news and I 
thanked U.S. Agriculture 
Secretary Ann Veneman for 
moving on the file during our 
last conversation. I empha- 
sized during this discussion 
the importance of an inte- 


othe 


. grated North American mar- 


ket to industries on both 
sides of the border and reit- 
erated Canada’s hope that 
the border reopens as soon 
as possible. 

Canada is also hoping that 
recent progress in a small 
Asian market will help build 
momentum in that key re- 
gion. 

Macau, an administrative 
region of the People’s Re- 
public of China located near 
Hong Kong, has become the 
first jurisdiction in Asia to 
resume trade for all Cana- 
dian beef products. The 
Philippines had earlier pro- 
vided partial access for Ca- 
nadian beef. 

A Significant Step 

While Macau is a very 
small market, the signifi- 
cance of this step is that 
Macau relied on the same 
scientific information that 
we have been providing to 
all of our trading partners. 
We appreciate the decision 
by Macau to resume trade 
from Canada and we are re- 
questing that our other trad- 
ing partners in the region 
take the same ‘step. 

The entire Asian market 
is worth roughly $200 mil- 
lion in sales to Canada’s beef 
industry in an average year

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and Canada is focusing in- 
tently on efforts to regain 
access — notably in Japan and 
South Korea, our third and 
fourth biggest customers for 
beef behind the United States 
and Mexico. 

I traveled to Japan and 
Korea in January to explain 
the steps we have taken in 
Canada in respect to BSE 
surveillance and control, to 
stress that Canadian beef is 
safe and to ask what Canada 
can do to ensure these key 
markets reopen to our prod- 
ucts. 

One of the messages | 
received was that better 
communication is needed. In

was excellent. They asked 
difficult and challenging 
questions and were tenacious 
on behalf of the (school 
community).” 

~ “They were very dedi- 
cated and prepared to go the 
extra three miles rather than 
just the extra one mile.” 

And while the larger com- 
mittee’s work formally 
wrapped up with the pres- 
entation of the report, Mrs. 
Summersides says there is 
no doubt that many of them 
will continue to be involved 
in the smaller groups work- 
ing on the hockey academy 
and trades options. She also 
says that there will be a 
strong commitment on the 
part of the municipalities 
with Reeves Doug Pearcy 
and Ron Gerow actively in- 
volved. 

“Now is our time to roll 
up our sleeves and work on 
these options.” 

Mrs. Summersides has 
already met with officials at 
NDHS involved in leading the 
two options and says they 
must map out short and long 
term goals, decide who 
some of their key partners 
will be and how they will 
consult with them. 

Mrs. Summersides says 
she and the trustees were 
very pleased to see such a 
strong response from the 
surveys that were handed 
out during last months well- 
attended public meeting at 
Norwood High. There were 
209 responses (195 com- 
pleted surveys with another 
14 with just comments). 

Another positive point, 
she adds, was the large 
number of surveys that 
were signed by people indi- 
cating they want to help out 
either with time or ideas. 

“Usually with a survey 
you feel very lucky if you get 
a 30 per cent response and 
very few sign their names.” 

The community re- 
sponded to the information 
they had in a realistic way, 
she says. 

She admits that there 
were some “misperceptions” 
and that meant there was the 
occasional need to correct 
some of the misunderstand- 
ings because people “were 
only hearing only one part of 

the sentence.” 
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an excellent job of commu- 
nicating with the public and 
getting the community's 
feedback. 1 think the com- 
munity is excited to follow- 
up on these initiatives to in- 
crease enrolment at NDHS, 
and has committed support 
for options which have the 
potential to keep the school 


In the survey, 40 people 
supported the trade school as 
a stand-alone option; 15 sup- 
ported the hockey academy 
on its own; 69 people sup- 
ported both equally; four 
people supported both with 
the trades school as their 
first choice and eight’ sup- 
ported both with the hockey 
academy first. 

Forty-three respondents 
supported a clustering of 
programs between Camp- 
bellford and Norwood Dis- 
trict High Schools; 11 peo- 
ple supported the closure of 
NDHS and sending Havelock 
area students to CDHS and 
Norwood students to TASS; 
five people supported clos- 
ing both NDHS and Nor- 
wood District Elementary 
School. 

There was a range of 
comments appended to the 
surveys.

€ consider the impact 
on a small community (on 
families, students, economy) 
if it were to lose its only high 
school; 

€ consider the impact 
on students who volunteer in 
their communities; the im- 
pact to the support they pro- 
vide; 

€ continue to talk about 
funding issues with the pro- 
vincial government, 

€ change internal 
boundaries to redistribute 
local students; 

© working together 
with all community partners 
to support rural communi- 
ties with resources 
(healthcare, fire, education, 
business initiatives) is cru- 
cial; 

> access support from 
local Councils which has 
been clearly declared;

trades. 

“I felt really good about 
the presentation and saw 
very much interest and lots 
of questions from around 
the table (about the two key 
options). It was really well 
received,” says school trus- 
tee Sue Cushing of Havelock. 
“Sherry did a thorough and 
excellent presentation.” 

“It generated very much 
interest around the table and 
I was proud to be a part of it 
(the committee and discus- 
sion).” 

Ms. Cushing still admits 
to being a newcomer to the 
educational file and says her 
work with steering commit- 
tee members was an “out- 
standing experience.”
